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RAISES BLAGK ROSES 
Says Gripple -- Dennis Dennis Tapley Goes To 
Washington For Patent To Protect 


Discovery. 


Confidently asserting that after 15 
years’ experimenting he has discovered 
a process whereby black roses may be 
grown, Dennis Tapley, a hopeless 
oripple from Savannah, Georgia, is in 
Washington to obtain, if possible, a 
patent upon his discovery. . 

He was preceded by a letter written 
by Col. A. R. Lawton, vice president 
of the Central of Georgia Railroad;

This Mr. Edwards will do, 
assuring the cripple, who has made 
key rings all his life fora Jiving, that 
his invention will receive the same 
zealous guardianship as thongh he 
were Thumas A. Edison. himself, 

If Mr. Tapley has discovered a 
process for growing black roses—and 
he is accompanied by two friends who 
say he has—the seoret will be worth 
thousands. The black rose is same- 
thing for whioh the world has been 
waiting for a long time. The discov- 
erer saya that within the last month 
he has been offered 3500. 000 for his 
secret the day it is protevted by patent, 
but he is going slow in accepting any 
offers. 

From the l't ls that th is second Bur- 
bank would say about his secret, it is 
learned that the provess is a chemical 
treatment of an ordinary rose bush. 
After this treatment a bush that ordi- 
narily would grow red, piuk or white 
blossoms will yield a fragrant crop of 
jet black beauties. 

Back home Dennis Tapley is known 
as the Key Ring Boy of Johnson 
Square. For years hu has been piti- 
fully deformed because of the ravages 
of rheumatism, his head being drawn 
down upon his chest and bis hauds 
missbapen because of the disease 

Despite his physioal imperfections 
however, Dennis has labored at mak- 
ing key rings and at his secret process. 
His rose bushes bearing black roses 
have heen stolen on several occasions, 
ani many a night Dennis has remain- 
ed awake, after a hard day’e toll, to 
guard his treasures.

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Cumberland, Md., Feb. 27.—Pastor 
Russell of ‘Brooklyn Tabernacle, New 
York, preached twice here today in 
our largest auditorium. He is well 
known here and had fine audiences. 
We report his discourse from the 
above text as follows: $ ; 

Today this prophecy is fulfilled 
our midst! Notwithstanding the fact 
that during the past century Bibles 
have been printed and circulated 
among the people by the million, and 
notwithstanding the fact that educa- 
tion. has become general so that rich 
and poor, old and young, have the 
ability to read God's Word, neverthe 
less we are In the midst of the very 
famine specified by the Prophet. It 
seems almost incredible that we should 
be famishing now with Bibles in our 
homes, when our saintly forefathers 
did not famish, though education was 
limited. The secret lies in the fact 
that increasing intelligence on every 
hand has awakened our reasoning fac- 
ulties along religious lines, and the 
result is the gnawing of hunger in our 
hearts. Our hearts and our flesh cry 
out for a living and a true God—a 
God greater than ourselves—more jus 
more powerful, more loving. Feeling 
our own impotency, we more than 
ever fee) our need of the Friend above 
all others with a love that sticketh 
closer thau a brother's. 

Consequently we cannot find the 
rest and refreshment and comfort 
from the Scriptures which our fore- 
fathers derived. Consequently the 
young men and the purest of heart in 
the world are repelled by the religion 
of the past as represented in the 
creeds of all denominations. They 
are hungry for the Truth. They are 
thirsty for the refreshment which they 
need. Intellectually many are look- 
ing, wandering, from sea to sea de- 
siring the bread of life and the water 
of life. Scanning the creeds of all de- 
nominations they find them practically 
alike as respects theories of eternal 
reprobation and damnation for all ex- 
cept the elect, the saints. They are 
faint for lack of spiritual food and 
drink. They even look to the heathen 
and examine the Theosophy of India. 
the Buddhism of Japan and the Confu- 
clanism of China, seeking for some sat- 
isfying portion of Truth. These are in 
some respects like the prodigal son—far 
from home. They perceive the swin- 
ish content with the husks of busi- 
ness, money, pleasure and politics, but 
their spiritual longings cannot be sat- 
isfied with the husks which the swine 
eat. They are thought pecullar be- 
use of their interest in spiritual 
things. They are misunderstood by 
their best earthly friends. They must 
learn that in their wanderings along 
the highways of science and world- 
religion they will never get satisfac- 
tion. There is a famine in every de- 
nomination, in every part of the world. 
No one thinks of looking to the Bible 
for refreshment and strength. The 
Higher Critics of all denominations 
have branded it unreliable. The Pro- 
fessors in all the great Colleges are 
reprobating the Bible and openly 
laugh at the thought of finding there 
either bread for the hungry or water 
for the thirsty. 

This is the very picture given in our 
context. They shall wander from sea 
to sea, from the North even to the 
East; they shall run to and fro to seek 
the Word of the Lord and shall not 
find it. In that day shall the fair vir- 
gins and the young men faint for 
thirst” (Amos vill, 12, 13). 


The Bread of Life and Water of Life. 

These hungry hearts must learn that 
there is only the one satisfying portion 
under the Sun—the. living and true 
God, and Jesus Christ whom he has 
sent be the Bread of Life for the 
world, and the message of grace from 
his lips to be the Water of Life. It is 
ours to call the attention of this Truth- 
hungry class to the Great Teacher who 
declared, “My flesh is food indeed and 
my blood is drink indeed; except ye 
eat the flesh of the Son of Man, and 
drink his blood, ye have no life in 
you” (John vi, 55, 53). But scarcely 
will the intelligent of our day hearken 
to these words, so prejudiced are their 
minds by the fallacies which becloud 
their understanding. They see not, 
neither do they understand the good- 
ness of God. 

Why is this? Why are these Bibles 
in millions of homes, Catholic and 
Protestant, neglected? Because the 
people know not that the bread of life 
and the water of life which they seek 
are hidden therein. Why is this? We 
answer that conditions were very 
much the same in Israel at the time 
of our Lord's First Advent. The ex- 
planation he then gave is applicable 
now. He said, “Ye do make vold the 
Law of God through your traditions”— 
“the traditions of the ancients” (Mark 
vi, 18; I Peter |, 18), So now, the 


“traditions handed down fromm our fore- 


fathers really make void, meaningless, 
ungracious, the message of God's Wis- 
dom and Love sent to us through the 
Lord, the e@posties and the prophets. 
Those who still hold tenaciously to the 
creeds of the past are thoroughly 
blinded now to the true teachings of 
God’s Word; while, alas, the majority

SOPLE’S PULPIT... 


A FAMINE 
IN THE LAND 


Tien, let us gather at our Heavenly 
Father’s Board as his family, as his 
children. -Let us prove the truthful- 
ness of his declaration that “Like as a 
father pitieth his children, so the Lord 
pitieth them that reverence him.“ Let 
us seek and obtain the satisfying por- 
tion. Let us satisfy our longings at 
the table of Divine provision. Mark 
the Lord's words and consider hov 
truthful they are, “Blessed are they 
that hunger and thirst after righteous- 
ness, for they shall be filled” (Matthew 
v, 6). It is this Truth-hungry class 
that we address. We know their 
heart-longings, for we had the same. 
We know the satisfaction which they 
crave, for we have received it and are 
therefore doubly glad to hand forth 
the bread of life and the water of life 
to those who desire it. There are 
plenty reacy to serve the appetites of 
those who long for pleasure—ball 
games, society fetes, chess, travel, etc. 
We have not a word to say against 
these. It is not our thought that they 
are going to eternal torment; hence we 
10 not frantically beset them, annoy 
them. Let them have their pleasure 
Let them walt for the-time-to—cotne 
when something may occur in their 
experiences which will put them into 
the class of the broken-hearted and 
contrite of spirit and cause them to 
feel after God, if haply they might 
find him as a satisfying portion. In 
harmony with the Master's direction, 
It is our aim to “bind up the broken- 
hearted; to comfort those that mourn;" 
to tell them of the oll of joy which the 
Lord is willing to bestow for their 
spirit of heaviness and sorrow for sin 
(Isaiah lxi, 1-3). As the Master ex- 
pressed no reproof of those engaged 
in any form of moral reform, even 
asceticism, so it is with us. We desire 
to oppose no one who is doing any 
good work, whether he follow with us 
in every particular or not. There are 
so many engaged in doing evil works, 
and so few engaged in doing good, that 
not one of the latter class can be 
spared from the ranks of the service of 
righteousness. 

As the Master did not give his time 
to temperance reform, nor social re- 
form, nor political reform, but did 
give his time to the instruction of the 
people in the doctrines of the Divine 
Word, so let us be intent to follow 
his instruction in this matter, not 
teaching for doctrines the precepts of 
men, but the Word of God, which liv- 
eth and abideth forever—expounding 
unto the people the Scriptures and as- 
sisting them to see the length and 
breadth of their meaning. Neverthe- 
less, as the religious teachers of the 
Master's day hated Jesus and his dis- 
ciples for this cause, “Because they 
taught the people,” and persecuted 
them because they did not walk in 
the beaten paths of their day, so we 
may expect also to be hated without 
cause; so we may expect that the 
scribes and Pharisees and Doctors of 
the Law today will be grieved because 
the people are taught, because the 
Nght of the knowledge of the glory of 
God shining in the face of Jesus Christ 
is presented to the people as an in- 
centive to love and obedience, instead 
of the doctrine of eternal torment. It 
matters not that all the educated min- 
istry today well know, and would net 
for a moment deny, their disbelief in 
the doctrine of eternal torment, if 
cross-questioned. Nevertheless many 
of them hate us and oppose us, be- 
cause we show the people the true 
interpretations of God's Word, and lift 
before the eyes of thelr understand- 
ing a God of Love, Just, Merciful, 
Righteous altogether, and fully capa- 
ble both lu wisdom and power to work 
out all the glorious designs which he 
“purposed in himself before the foun- 
dation of the world:“ 

(1) They perceive that the teaching 
of the doctrines of Purgatory and eter- 
nal torment has not bad a sanctify- 
ing influence upon mankind In all the 
sixteen ¢enturies in which it hag been 
preached. They fear that to deny 
these doctrines now would make a 
bad matter worse. They fear that if 
the Gospel of the Love of God and of 
the Bible--that it does not teach eter- 
‘nal torment for any—were made gen- 
erally known, the effect upon the 
world would be to Increase its wicked- 
ness, to make life and property less 
secure than now and to fill the world 
still more than now with blasphemles. 

(2) They fear also that n certain 
amount of discredit would come to 
themselves because, knowing that the 
Bible does not teach eternal torment, 
according to the Hebrew and Greek 
original, they secreted the knowledge 
from the people. They fear that, this 
would forever discredit them with 
their hearers. Hence they still. out 
wardly lend their influence to the doc- 
trines of eternal torture, which they 
do not believe, and feel angry towards 
us because we teach the people the 
Truth upon the subject, which they 
know will bring to them hundreds of 
questions difficult to answer or dodge. 


God's Love Constraineth Us. 

I ask you, dear readers, Were you 
constrained to become children of God 
and to render to the Lord the homage 
and the obedience of your lives 
through fear or through love? 1 am 
not asking you whether you never 
have feared; but I am asking you 
what brought you to the point of con- 
secrating your life to God? Surely 
that was not fear! I am aware, of 


im contrast with the ungodly. fear of 


the error., God says to us in sọ many 
words, Their fear toward me is not 
of me, but is taught by the precepts of 
men.” As an illustration: Ata Bible 
Students“ Convention not long ago in 
Ohio a well-dressed gentleman in at- 
tendance told me of how his heart had 
been touched with our presentations of 
the 
“Love Divine, all love excelling.” 


He said, “For years I have been a 
member of the Presbyterian Church 
without being really a Christian at all. 
Occasionally I went on sprees; some- 
times I gambled and drank, etc., etc. 
Not until I recelved a knowledge of 
the true character of God as set forth 
in your ‘Scripture Studies’ did my 
heart ever come to the proper attitude 
of surrender to the Lord. Then I was 
glad to give him my little all, and 
wished it were more.“ The next day, 
passing from the hotel to the audi- 
torium to a question meeting, this gen- 
tleman put a slip of paper into my 
hand, which I supposed was a ques- 
tion, and I thrust into my coat pocket, 
On the platform I d-ew itorth as one 
of the questions to be answered, and, 
to my astonishment, found it was a 
check for $1,000. The man had not 
been asked for one cent; but the Love 
of God had captivated his heart and 
gotten control—not ‘only of it, but of 
his pocket-book and all. He wished to 
show the Lord his appreciation of the 
Love Divine, the length and breadth 
and height and depth, of which he now 
comprehended, as never before. 

Another case: I met with a Conven- 
tion of Bible Students in Chattanooga 
some five years ago. A gentleman at- 
tended who introduced himself to me 
saying that he was from Mississippi 
and that he had become deeply inter- 
ested in my presentations of the har- 
mony of the Word of God. He said 
in substance: “Brother Russell, I will 
not attempt to tell you how wicked a 
man I was before I got your literature. 
My dear wife here, an earnest Metho- 
dist, said to me, ‘John, John, you will 
surely go tg hell!" I replied to her, 
‘Mary, I know it! I know it! And, 
Mary, I am determined that I will de- 
serve all that 1 get. I am not going 
to hell for nothing.’ One of your tracts 
came to my desk in my store. I said 
that this was different from anything 
I ever understood respecting the teach- 
ings of the Bible. It seems more God- 
like and more rational. 1 sent to you 
for various Bible Students’ Helps. The 
result, dear Brother Russell, is that the 
Love of God has constrainéd me, has 
conquered me, in a way that the doc- 
trines of devilish torments could not 
influence me. Now I see the true 
teaching of God's Word. I can honor 
him and worship him and take pleas- 
ure in laying down my life in his serv- 
ice, I have made a full consecration 
of everything. For a time I sent you 
a $50 check every month; but, Brother 
Russell, that was in the nature of con- 
gelenee- money. because the most prof- 
table feature of my store trade was 
the sale of liquor to the Mississippi 
negroes. Those checks stopped, be- 
cause, as the grace of God more and 
more filled and overflowed my heart, 
it brought me to see that I must love 
my neighbor as myself and do injury 
to none. That is all gone now, Brother 
Russell, and my whole life is devoted 
to the service of God and my fellow- 
men.” 

Three murderers confined in the Co- 
lumbus, Ohio, Penitentiary had from 
childhood been trained in the doc- 
trines of eternal torment in different 
churches and yet committed murder. 
Those men, under God's providence, 
received some of our literature—"Scrip- 
ture Studies"—and were cut to the 
heart when they learned of the Love 
of God, as expressed in the Divine 
Plan of the Ages. To be brief: A 
knowledge of the Love of God made 
such a change in the hearts and lives 
of those three murderers that the 
prison-keepers took knowledge of them 
that they had been with Jesus and 
had learned of bim. By and by they 
were paroled and today two of them 
are preaching the Gospel of the Love 
of God. seeking to bring their fellow- 
men out of the condition of darkness 
and sin into the glorious sunlight of 
Divine Love and Truth. Having tried 
the Gospel of fear and damnation and 
torture for sixteen centuries; having 
seen that under this"teaching there are 
more blasphemy and general wicked- 
ness than even in the heathen world, 
is it not due time to give the true 
bread and water of life to the hungry 
and thirsty ones who, for lack of it, 
are searching the earth and many of 
them falling into Higher Criticism, in- 
fidelity and other delusions peculiar to 
Cs eS ——

Palestine. 


It is reported that tha Jews from all 
parts of the world are flocking into 
Palestino. . Zionism, the organized 
movement for the return of the Chos- 
en People to their ancient homeland, 
is largely responsible for this influx. 
The overthrow of absolutism and the 
proclamation of a constitution in Tar- 
kuy have greatly facilitated this move- 
ment. It is said that already four- 
fifths of Jerusalem’a one hundred thou- 
sand population is of the Jewish race 
and faith. Tens of thousands of Jews 
have settled fa the smaller Palestinian 
towns, while in the country districts 
many culonies uf Jewish farmers have 
been established. Almost the whole 
of the famous plain of Esravlon has 
been bought up by them. The Jew is 
literally spreading from Dan to Boer - 
aheba. The greater part of the pres- 
ent immigration is from Persia and 
Russia. JeWisl capitalists are buving 
up the Jordan Valley, and agents of 
Jewish wuyndicates are reported as dis- 
tributed over Palestine buying land 
wherever they can from the Moham- 
medans. 

Jerusalem has become again a Jew- 
iah city. More than a hundred He- 
brew schools have been established 
there, and every branch of basinese, 
trade and industry is dominated by 
the Jew. Through the efforts of Zion- 
ists, thousand of dollars are being 
sent into Palestine to help their poor 
er compatriota to build homes and es- 
tablish themselves on the land. The 
Zionist movement ia making much 
more progress thau was deemed possi- 
ble a few years ago when the move- 
went was inaugurated by the late 
Theodore Hertz).—Richmond Ohris- 
tian Advocate.

Here in May, Says Prof. Ames. 


Running on a schedule that gives 
the go-by to all way stations aud pro- 
vides 76 years for the round trip Hal- 
ley’s comet is coming toward the earth 
under auch a fall head of steam that 
in about two months more or, on May 
18th, this champion express train of 
the solar system will be in full view. 
For about six hours the comet’s tail, 
which is a mere 20,000,000 of miles 
long, or thereabouts, will be giving 
the earth some saucy swishes about 
the ears, and a meteoric shower will 
probably resalt. 

Professor Ames, who is direvtor of 
the physical laboratory at Johns Hop 
kins University, said that, though 
baving a diameter of about 200, 000 
miles, Halley’s namesake is exceed - 
ingly amall in masa and couldn’t do 
such a great deal of damage if it should 
go off the rails.“ The atmosphere 
surronnding it is very rare. The com- 
et is even now visible through the tel- 
escope, but it is 170,000,000 miles from 
the earth.

This is the oldest comet known to 
solentista. Though named after Hal- 
ley, who spotted it in 1682, and after 
study ing its curves. devlared it would 
come back again in 76 years, it had 
been recurring in every seventy sixth 
year from 11 B.O . down, as ita record 
showed when looked up. Inthe Bay 
eux tapestry is u picture showing the 
people gazing at the comet in 1066, 
just before the Norman conquest. It 
used to have a bad reputation, being 
regarded as presaging some disaster. 
Long since, however, the astronomers 
have disabused the publio of such 
ideas, and the comet is now viowed 
merely in light of curiosity when it 
reappears.

Reoent elections to fill vacanies in 
Congress give unmistakable evidence 
that the tide is setting in the direo- 
tion of the Demooratio party, and the 
party leaders are enoouraged tu believe 
that the next House will be Demo- 
cratic. The apecial election in the 
Sixth Missouri District to fill the va- 
cancy oaused by the death of Daniel 
A. DeArmond, resulted in the election 
of Clement C. Dickinson, by greatly 
increased majority. Oongressaman 
DeArmond's majority at the Presi- 
dential election beld November, 1908, 
was 2,160. The majority for Mr. 
Dickinson at the special election on 
Tuesday last was 8,768 an inorease of 
1,628 showing a Democratic gain of 
48 per cent. This ratio of gain spread 
throughout all the Oongress distriots 
of the country would. according to the 
calculations of the forecaster, make 
the next House of Representatives, 
surely Demooratio The New York 
Sun, in an editorial in whioh oareful 
consideration is given to the subject, 
showa that `a change in 26 distriots 
would give next Housu to the Demo: 
orate, and that there is a reasonable 
possibility that such a change will oo- 
our. In the present House of Repre- 
sentatives, composed of 391 members, 
there are 219 Republicans, 170 Demo- 
orata and two vacanoies, a Republican 
majority of 49. There ara 29 districts 
in which Republican members of the 
present House were elected by leas 
than 1,000 majority or plurality. 
ranging from 22 to 294, and nine in 
which Democrats were elected by less | 
than 1000 majority or plurality, rang- 
ing from 4 to 985. Also there are in 
the present House 11 Republivans and 
15 Democrata who were elected by 
pluralities or majorities of rrom 1000 
to 2000. From this showing Tbe San 
finds that there are 20 Republicans 
and 9 Democrats in present Honse 
who are in danger of losing their 
seats through a change of 500 votes, 
und 15 Democrats and 11 Republicans 
who are in similar danger through a 
change of 1000 votes. A gain of 25 
seats is nevessary to make the next 
House Democratic. Here is an en- 
couraging field for securing vonsider- 
ably more than the necessary number.

Materprises Which promote the 
health, education, and morals of tue 
people are proper to be cousidered and 
aided in every possible way by the rep- 
reeentatives of the people; likewise, 
measures to conserve and develop the 
natural resources of the State, of whioh 
the agticultnral resources are by far 
the greatest. We greatly need a com- 
prehensive and well articulated system 
of agricultural edovation which, be- 
ginotog in the rural common schools, 
shall lead upward through the high 
schools to the college. The practice of 
agrionlttire, lire the practios of meri 
oine, is an art resting on many scieno- 
es. An ignorant person is no more fit 
to practice one than the other. 

At the head of the system of agri- 
cultural education must stand the 
Agricultural College, and at the head 
of the system of conservation and de- 
velopment must stand the Experiment 
Station. Both of these institutions 
receive annual appropriations from 
the U. S Oongress for certain specific 
purposes; but in order to make the 
national appropriation available at 
all, it is necessary that some movey 
should be granted by the State. In 
Ohio, where 1 have recently spent five 
weeks at Farmers’ Iustitutes, the na- 
tional graut of money is considered 
ouly a starter, the State giving three 
or four times as much, and finding it 
highly profitable to do so. 

The men who are fitted to fill the 
places in these institutions are yearly 
becoming harder to find and command- 
ing better pav; and without the ad- 
ministrator know in advance at least 
a year ahead, what funde will be avail 
able, it is often impossiblé to hold the 
best men. 

Nothing less than an amount sqoal 
to that given by the natioual govern- 
ment is sufficient for our part. Noth- 
ing less than this will provide for the 
normal haalthy growth of the two iu- 
atitations which we already bave and 
whioh we should encourage as a very 
vital part of our corporate body. 

Let this become a definite policy of 
our State, demanded by the people und 
enacted into law, that the agricultural 
interests of the State shall receiva 
from the State at least as much mon- 
ev as comes to them frou the national 
Congress. Aug. Stablar.

Sermon by 
CHARLES T. 
RUSSELL. 
Pastor Brooklyn 
Tabermacla 


Brooklyn Tabernacle, March 6.—Pas- 
tor Russell preached twice here today. 
His discourse on “Inferno” was deliv- 
ered in Brooklyn’s largest Auditorium, 
the Academy of Music, which was 
overcrowded. It was estimated in ad- 
vance that this subject would draw a 
larger crowd than the Tabernacle 
would accommodate. The other meet- 
ings of the day were held in the Taber- 
nacle. We report Pastor Russell's dis- 
course from the text foregoing, as fol- 
lows:— 

It ts difficult to please everybody. 
The duty of a Christian minister is to 
seek chiefly to please the Lord. “Let 
the words of my mouth and the medl- 
tations of my heart. be acceptable in 
thy sight, O Lord, my strength and my 
Redeemer” (Psalm xix, 14). Our min- 
isterial friends seem to be annoyed be- 
cause we preach the “doctrines” of 
Christ. In substance, their sentiment 
is: Brother Russell, Do you not know 
that in the fashionable topics of our 
day doctrines are tabooed by the great 
ministers of all denominations? In- 
stead.as you perceive from the news- 
paper announcements, it is now quite 
the thing to discuss political, scientific 
and sociological doctrines. You should 
give the public lectures on subjects 
like these: Social Democracy; Rapid 
Transit in Brooklyn. from the text. 
“Many shall run to and fro: Female 
Suffrage; The Boys’ Brigade: The Best 
Novel of the Year; The Narrow Way 
of the Bicycle Rider: Will the Comet 
Sweep the Earth With Its Tail; Can 
Football Survive. etc.; or occasionally, 
for effect. gently rake the rich on bet- 
ter bousing for the poor. or belabor the 
Trusts for soaring prices of food. Sucb 
topics as these, Brother Russell, inter- 
est the Christian public lu our day. 
And the public constitute our principal 
congregations when we lift our largest 
collections. The only people who will 
be interested in the doctrines you are 
preaching are the old fogy. out-of-date 
folk, and you will find the majority of 
them poor in this world's riches. For 
plty's sake stop teaching the “doctrines 
of Christ“! Doctrines were good 
enough in the days of Jesus and Paul 
and Calvin and Luther and Wesley, but 
the people are not accustomed to them 
nowadays. 

1 have no fault to find with my 
Christian brethren in the ministry of 
the various denominations. It is not 
to me, but to the Lord, that they must 
give an account of their stewardship— 
of their grand opportunities for declar 
ing the Gospel of Christ. To their 
own Master they must stand or fall. 
It is not for me to forbid them because 
they follow not with us. It is for 
enacb one who stands as an ambassa- 
dor of Christ and uf God to follow his 
own convictions faithfully. Besides, 
I om assured that many of them ore 
loyal t6 the core. 

It is my understanding that, as a 
minister of the Gospel, I should take 
for my guide in this matter the in- 
structions of my ordination. Like St. 
Paul my ordination to preach the Gos- 
pel was from the Lord. 1 must preach 
the message which 1 belleve he has 
given me d Timothy Hi, 7). As his 
ambassador I must preach the Word, 
following the example of the Lord and 
the Apostles. As they avoided poll- 
tics, so must 1. As they avolded vain 
philosophy and “science falsely so 
called.” so must 1, As they preached 
the doctrines of Christ, so must I— 
whether men hear or forbear to hear. 
I remember the words of St. Paul to 
Timothy: “Preach the Word, 
with all long-suffering and doctrine. 
For the time will come when they will 
not endure sound doctrine; but after 
their own preferences they shall gath- 
er teachers to themselves; having itch- 
ing ears they shall turn away their 
ears from the Truth and shall be turn- 
ed unto fables” (II Timothy iv, 2-4). 


There Is a Reason. 

There must be a reason why Chris- 
tian preachers and their hearers have 
abandoned the study of the “Doctrines 
of Christ“ set forth by the Apostles 
and Prophets. Is it not because they 
no longer believe those doctrines ? Is 
it not true that the College and Semi- 
nary Professors hu ve led the majority 
of the ministry afar into unbelief in 
the Bible, and that these ministers are 
gradually leading their confiding flocks 
into other “pastures green“ than those 
which the Great Shepherd and his ap- 
pointed mouthpieces, the Aposties, ap- 
proved? Is not the Higher-Criticilsm 
infidelity of the colleges gradually pen- 
etrating even Into the Sunday Schoo! 
Lessons and even into | High Schools 
of our Idnd—undermining all faith in 
God's Book! But what led to this de- 
parture from the Word of God—into 
Higher-Criticism infidelity and into 
the Evolution theory. which makes 
Mises the Word of God: and into Chris-

With the decline of Christian doc 
trines, including heart union with 
Christ and an understanding of its 
terms and conditions, Chuarchianity 
came in, to take the place of Christi- 
anity. Today the pride of all denomi- 
nations centers, not in their doctrines, 
but In their institutions. The people 
are no longer exhorted to hold fast to 
the doctrines of Methodism, Calvin- 
ism. etc.. but to hold fast to the Sys- 
tem. They are no longer encouraged 
to think of their system as being the 
only one, outside of which there would 
be no salvation, but they are encour- 
aged to cultivate a partisan spirit, 
which takes pride in their organiza- 
tion, its wealth, the value of its church 
property, the largeuess of Its collec- 
tions. the grandeur of its music, the 
wisdom, learning and ability of its 
preachers, and the fashion and wealth 
of lis constituency. 

It is not our wish to offer a single 
unkind or unbrotherly criticism, It 18 
our duty and privilege. however, to 
point out that the creed doctrines of 
the virious denominations. uow set ou 


the shelf as too frall and imperfect to |‘ 


stand bandling and investigation, are 
not and never were the doctrines of 
Christ and the Apostles. It is our duty 
and pleasure to show forth to Chris- 
tian people to the extent of our ability 
that the teachings of the Bible, the 
doctrines of Christ, are grand, noble, 
reasonable, “worthy of ull nccepta- 
tion.” To the extent that we succeed 
in doing this we are bringing back 
straying Christians from the deceptive 
bogs of Evolution and Uigher-Crits- 
cism to the firm foundation. the solid 
rock of Truth—God's Word. 


“The Wounds of a Friend.” 
“Faithful are the wounds 
friend” is the Divine assurance. We 
cannot, therefore. better show onr 
friendship and Christian love to or- 
brethren than by pulling down from 
the shelf their reverenced creeds and 
allowing them to fall in pieces beyond 
repair, If every church could be thus 
induced to pull down its creed-fdol, 
the present Laodicean stage of the 
Church would speedily come to its 
senses, as suggested by our Lord. 
Then, instead of feeling themselves 
rich and increased in goods and bav- 
lug need of nothing, our dear Chris- 
tian brethren of all denominations 
would realize the meaning of our 
Lord's words—that Churchinnity as » 
whole today is poor and naked and 
miserable and wretched and blind 
‘Revelation III. 14-22). As’ Christians 
of all denominations we have cnuse cf 
rejoicing that we have outgrown the 
trundle-bed creeds of the past nnd that 
we can no longer wrap ourselves com- 
fortably in the narrow bizotry of er- 
ror. The Lord causdd this to be writ- 
ten in the long-ago through the proph- 
ets, saying, “For the bed ts shorter 
than that a man can stretch himself 
on it; and the covering narrower than 
that he can wrap himself in it“ (Isalah 
xxvIIl. 20). If in connection with this 
growth which bas come to us and by 
which we have nobler conceptions 
than bad our forefathers of the rights 

of man under the Golden Rule, it is 
rause for rejoicing. Even though the 
transition haus been accompanied by P 
great falling awny into Higher-Criti- 
rism, Infidelity, Evolution, ete., never- 
theless even these errors nre in many 
respects preferable to the blindness 
nnd bigotry. Happy are we, deò: 
friends, if, the eyes of our understand- 
ing being opened, our hearts are led te 
a closer walk with God, a more care, 
ful and prayerful study of his Word, 
and to a subsequent growth In grace 
tnd in the fruits of the boly Spirit. 
Do some Inquire for clearer spectfica- 
tHon respecting the features of the 
rreeds put upon the shelf. which we 
ibjnk should be no longer cared for, but 
allowed to fall? We answer that of, 
vourse there are good fentures in all: 
of our creeds—truths which will never 
fall.

But so long 
as we hold to the fallacies how can 
we seek or pray for or find the Truth? 
The Value of Doctrines. 

The word doctrine signifies teaching. 
The doctrines of Christ, therefore, are 
the teachings of Christ; the doctrines 
ef men, the teachings of men. What 
the Church needs today is, to receive 
into good and honest hearts afresh the 
doctrines of Jesus and the Apostles— 
allowing these to displace the doctrines 
which Christendom now holds but dis- 
esteems, and which were formulated 
in a time of less light than the present. 
Instead, therefore, of discouraging 
each other in respect to the study of 
the doctrines of Christ, we should, as 
Christians, become more earnest in the 
study every day, boping and expecting 
that in the wonderful light of our time 
God would be able to make clear to 
our understanding the harmonious in- 
terpretations of his Word. We should 
study to find the relationship between 
Election and Free Grace. We should 
clearly understand what is meant by 
baptism and what kind of baptism is 
necessary for our induction into the 
Body of Christ as members. On every 
line we should be looking for the har- 
monies, instead of .rejoicing in the er- 
rors which have long divided us Into 
hundreds of sécts and parties. 

However, in some respects sectarian 
energy is better than federated death. 
Might we not even say that if all the 
creeds were dashed to pieces and each 
Christian stood forth unshackled as re- 
spects denominational bonds, the re- 
sult would be a great improvement 80 
far as individual ‘thought, study, and 
relationship to God would be con- 
cerned? In a word, each Christian 
should have his own creéd, his indivia-

ual faith; and none should do more or 
less than to assist his mind to a full 
understanding of the Word of the Lord 
in respect to every subject. 


Doctrines of Men. 

All doetribes which cannot show a 
foundation and full authority in the 
teaching of Jesus and the Apostles and 
Prophets, are doctrines of men. The 
teachings from above come to us 
through heaven-appointed channels. 
The jargon which prevails in Christen- 
dom in respect to Christian doctrines 
proves that they are of human origin. 
The Scriptures alone furnish to us 

The Doctrines of Christ. 

Briefly stated they declare, “To us 
there is one God, the Father, and one 
Lord, Jesus Christ” (I Corinthians vill, 
6). To us there is one Holy Spirit; to 
us there is “one Church of the Living 
God, whose names are written in 
heaven; to us there is “one Lord and 
one faith and one baptism; one God 
and Father of all“ (Ephestans lv. 4-6). 
However impossible these statements 
may have appeared during the “dark 
ages,” they are no longer so. The light of 
Divine Truth is now shining. God has 
not only put into our possession won- 
@erful Bibles, and wonderful helps for 
Bible-study. but has also given us the 
ability to read, to study the Word crit- 
ically. Ard he is pleased now to as- 
sure us through the prophet that we 
are living in the time when “ths wise 
shall understand” the “mystery hid- 
den from past ages and dispensations," 
which could not be understood previ- 
dusly without working an interference 
with God’s eternal purposes, 

What, thn, dear frriends, shall we 
do? Shall we float on ingloriously, 
daily, hourly coming closer nnd closer 
to the great cataclysm which is swal- 
lowing up 80 many now In infidelity, 
called Higk r-Critleism? Or shall we 
accept God's Helping Hand, the doc- 
trines of Christ, and know the Truth 
and be made free from the error and 
be brought into fellowship with our 
Redeemer on the highest plane? Let 
us. as the wise virgins” of our Lord's 
rable, wake from sleep and trim our 
lamps, and. in the Nght thereof, see 
God’s wonderful riches of glory as 
they stand revealed on the threshold 
of the New Dispensation—the Millen- 
sial reign of Christ! 

In conclusion: Our Lord admonishes 
as along the lines of this discourse 
is follows: “I counsel thee to buy 
of me gold tried in the fire, that 
thou mayest be rich, and white ral- 
ment, that thou mayest be clothed, 
ind that the shame of thy nakedness 
fo not appear: and anoint thine eyes 
with eye-salve, that thou mayest see“ 
Revelation iii, 18).

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NEW IDEA y IDEA FOR OR LAUNDRY BAG 


Chief eee is ‘That it, 


Does Away with Annoying Draw- 
~ ing String. è 

For a long time thè familiar vari- 
ety of laundry bag, done in two colors, 
embroidered and held together at the 
neck by a string, has been an item 
among the holiday gifts. But in spite 
of its prettiness the annoying draw 
string rendered it impractical. 

Here is a laundry bag that solves 
the difficulty. It has not only the ca- 
pacity for holding many articles of 
clothing, but the easiest possible way 
of receiving them. Simply lift one 
ring from the hook by which it is 
suspended and the bog la opened wide. 
It is equally ready to take in or dump 
out its contents. 

The necessary materials, are one 
and one-fourth yards of art ticking or 
cretonne, two crocheted rings, one 


inch in diameter or larger, one and 
one-half yards of featherbone and 
one roll of white bias binding one 
and one-half inch wide. Cut a 
four-inch strip from the entire length 
of the materiak Now cut two 
pieces 23 inches long and 25 inches 
wide. Round the corners on the 
lower edges. Divide the featherbone 
in halves and stitch it on the un- 
der side of each piece ten inches from 
the top, as represented by dotted 
lines in the illustration. From the 
ends of the featherbone shape to a 
point in the middle of the top. Care 
must be taken to match the pattern 
when the large pocket it stitched on 
the outside. Join the two pieces to- 
gether by stitching each to the four- 
inch strip of cloth, with the seams 
on the outside. Bind first the seams 
and last the upper edges, sew the 
rings to the points at the top. 

A bag expressly for tablecloths and 
napkins. may be made in the same 
way from white linen or any other 
suitable material, and a large em- 
broidered or outlined initial or mono- 
gram takes the place of the pocket.

PEOPLE's 


Washington. D. C., March 13.— Pas. 
tor Russell of the Brooklyn Taberna- 
cle, New York, preached here twice 
today to splendid audiences. One of 
his discourses was entitled, “The Over- 
throw of Satan's Empire.” We report 
the other one from.the text above 
quoted. Pastor Russell sald:— 

As Christians in the light of this 
wonderful Twentieth Century we stand 
at the parting of the ways and must 
decide for right or for wrong, for 
truth or for falsehood, in respect ta 
our religious convictions. Without 
questioning the sincerity of our fore- 
fathers, we all object to their theology 
It is in vam that ministers and 
Bible class teachers longer deny the 
facts of the case. Nor will intelligent 
and honest people agree that it 1s 
right that through their creeds they 
should profess one thing, and in their 
lives and general conversation they 
should ignore or absolutely deny the 
teachings of those creeds. Yet this fs 
the position of practically all the think- 
ing people of Christendom. Their con- 
sciences will not staud for this mucb 
longer. If they refrain from telling 
the Truch and taking their stand fer 
it, they wil not only sear their con- 
sciences (1 Timothy iv. 2) and corre- 
spondingly sepurate themselves from 
God's favor, but additionally their 
course will sooner or later bring upon 
them the disupproval and contempt of 
all honest people For although the 
masses are not yet nroused on the sul, 
ject, they are rapidly getting awake 

Do you wish me to Illustrate what 
I mean’ Do you wish me to show in 
what respect all denominations are 
ashamed of their creeds and auxivus 
to hide the fact that they ever pro- 
fessed them or were anxious to give 
them some new interpretation more 
consistent with the breader thought 
and more generous septiment common 
to civilized man in this Twentieth 
Century? i will do it 

Our Methodist friends are ushumed 
of that feature of their creed which de- 
clares that the Almighty is now doing 
everything that Divine Wisdom und 
Power can accomplish on behalf of 
our poor race to briug all to u full 
knowledge of Christ and to opportu 
nity of faith and obedience. They real 
ize that there is » weakness in this 
argument, Aud when they pr es. 
that God must work through weaus, 
and hence that the responsibility ties 
at the door of Christinn belfevers to 
curry the Gospel to the heathen, they 
realize that this is an illogical argu- 
ment too, For why should our Great 
Creator send to eterual torment wll 
lions of bir creatures, because of un 
insuffictency of zeal on the part of 
some of their more enlightened fel 
low-creatures? Acknowledging the 
inconsistency of such a theory our 
good Methodist brethren tell us that 
they hope that God has some otber 
way of saving the ignorant of beathen 
lands and, perhaps. of civilized iands 

We appreciate the toving teurt 
which prompts this auswer and we 
agree that it is true—that God las 
another way for these. But when we 
attempt to point out what thut other 
way is, some of these dear friends in- 
quire, Is it Methodism’ Did Jobn 
Wesley preach it? Our answer is, No 
Brother Wesley did not preach it und 
did not know of it. Not because it Is 
new. but because it Is so very old und 
was lost sight of during the “dark 
ages” for fifteen centuries betore 
Brother Wesley was born. He was 
feeling after it, yearning for It. bun- 
gering and thirsting for it. but the 
“due time” for it to be made known 
to God's people had not yet come h 
Brother Wesley’s day. He preached 
the eternal terture of all mankind, ex- 
cept the sanctified believers lu Jesus 
the Savior. But in his prenching of 
the love of God he was used of the 
Almighty to wondrousty prepare the 
hearts of Christendom for the broader 
message of the Bible now due to be 
seen and understood. Wesley's Gos- 
pel of the love of God has mellowe: 
the heart of Christendom, which once 
was frigid under the cold teachings 
of Foreordinution, Predestivuation, etc, 
of the Westminster Confession of 
Faith—once the basis of nearly un 
Protestant Communſons. 

If we and our Methodist brethren 
could malntaln the same degree of 
spiritual warmth that Wesley and their 
forefathers enjoyed we might da with- 
out further instruction. But we ean- 
not do this! None can stand still: 
Christians today are losing tbeir boli- 
ness, thelr sauctification—thelr zeal for 
God is giving place to zeal for a seet 

The light of the Millennial morning 
which for a century has beeu gradual- 
ly breaking upon the world, stimulat- 
ing thought in every direction, makes 
it necessary for our Methodist breth- 
ren, as well as for us all, to awnken 
to the wonderful privileges of our day 
for Bible study: to ascertain the regi 
teachings of God's Word, which, in the 
dark past we all seeming misunder- 

stood and misrepresented Already the 
most intelligent one-fourth of Meth 
odism not only rejects Brother Wes. 
ley's theory, but alas, repudiates the 
Bible also! It accepts tustead of Sal- 
vation that most dangerous form of 
infidelity known as Higher Criticism 
and that most. un-Seripturat proposi- 
tion of human Hvolution, which denies 
the fall of our race and makes vold 
Christ's redemptive work and the giort-

all Christendow in the burial of their 
Confession of Faith and their substitu- 
tion instead of a- much simpier and 
much more rational statement. 

But, No, I must correct myself here. 
This is what they should have done 
but did not do Instead of burying the 
old creed, not only from sight, but also 
from odor, they have merely covered 
the corpse which is admitted to be 
dead and placed the briefer and better 
Confession atop the winding-sheet. 
They assuredly declare that it ts not 
a substitute but merely a representative 
Statement. Hence every time we read 
the restatemeut, we must hold our 
hoses to avoid contamination from the 
odors of the carcass beneath, Not 
all must do this, for, us the Apos- 
tle suggests, All have not their senses 
exercised to discern. But aif intetit 
gent Presbyterians are being rapdiy 
driven not only away from Calvinism 
but, alas, away from the Bible uiso, 
because of their erroueous supposition 
that the teaching of Caivin and tue 
teachings of the Bible are one nnd the 
same 

These bright minds are vot merely 
lost to the Christian forces. Ther be- 
come active agents in the promulgi- 
tlon of unti- Biblical teachings, They 
are eugaged in pulling down the Bibie 
and substituting for its teachings Dar- 
win’s Evolution theory. These sincere 
men are to be found in the faculties of 
all of the Colleges. ln the highest pul- 
pits throughout the lund and in the 
most prominent positions iu business 
and social lite. Their loss of faith in 
the Bible has not made them marder 
ers or thieves. Their aoble inheritance 
frow the past preserves to them an up 
tightness of character whieh the joss 
of a fear of bell-torment has not under- 
mined. While they ure pno longer 
Christians from the Bible standpotut— 
uo longer believers ip Jesus as a Ke 
deemer—thes ure still bellevers lu 
Jesus as a great Teacher and a noble 
Leader of men. They fall to discern 
the fact that if he posed us the Son 
of God and the Redeemer of men, nud 
was not such, instead of being a noble 
example, bis life and teachings wer 
most stupendous frauds und derep- 
tions 

Baptists and Disciples Awakening. 

When we say that this awakening 
is also reaching our Baptist aud our 
Disciple brethren, fet it not be under- 
Stood to mean that all of these tave 
been asleep unt vow Perhaps it 
would unve been better for them if 
some who bave gotten awake during 
the past thirty years had shumbered 
longer. Those long awake have prio 
cipally gone off into Darwiuisw and 
Higher Criticism. ‘Baptist und Dise 
ple schools und Colleges nud henne 
ical Seminaries. like those of other de- 
nominations, are wanued with tbe 
brightest minds of the denominations. 
and all with one accord teaching High 
er Criticism. intideiity und lmrwinlun 
Evolution., With one accord all are 
engnged in overthrowing the Christian 
Falth of the rising gereration They 
ure doing this inteflizeutiy, wisely. 
cunningly, but pot with evil motive. 
Having gotten awake to the lucousist- 
eucies of their creeds these scholars 
men, conciuding that the creeds truth. 
fully represented the Bibie, abandoned 
faith in the Scriptures to the same de 
gree that they have abandoned faite 
in the creeds which their intellects 
bave repudinted, Now they ure seek- 
ing to gradually help Christian peopte 
of al) denominations to what they cou 
sider the higher plane of ‘Truth, What 
they bute—almwost uuything lu favt- 
is better than the “creeds” they hate 
repudiated Chey are working turd 
and succeeding well in tntroduciug 
their falth-destroying theory into the 
minds of the risiug generation through 
the school books. From these they 
not oniy bave eliminated everyrhing 
sympətberie witb Biblie faith, but in 
the stead bave introduced the sub- 
versive doctrine of Evolution, 

As for the rank aud te ot Baptists 
and Disciples, probably three-tourtlis 
of them still bold vaguely und tndeti- 
nitely to the Bible and thelr Contes 
sions uf Faith though both of these 
denominativus in their innecency of 
mind think that they have no creeds- 
that they take the Bible oniy As 
these dear friends awaken to the In- 
consistencies of their Confession nud 
teachings they are lu great danger of 
following their leaders Into n repudin- 
tion of everything pertaining to the 
past—into Higher Criticlsma-lotideltiy 
and Darwinism 
“Choose You This Day Whom Ye Will 

Serve.” 
Joshua's words to the Israelites, aft- 


er they had come into Canaan, Consti- 
tule otf cent eerceived that 


the Ixtielites were in » trying position 
and unten wus ther duty to decide 
promptly and thoroughly which course 
they would take. So we muy see to- 
day that Christians of all denomina- 
tions are ip u trying positon and tbat 
a prompt decision to stand by God and 
the Bible ts the necessary thing for 
those who would be delivered from the 
darkness of the past and avoid falling 
into the Adversary's great deception of | 
the present—lnto which their leaders 
are guiding them. Unless they heed | 
speedily, the blind leading the blind | 
will tall into the ditch of Darwinism | 
and the mire of Higher Criticism. | 
There are not, many ways to escape | 
this threatening calamity! There is 


Church of Christ and heirs of salva- 
tion, he says, “Henceforth it can be re- 
garded to be as dead an the cities of 
Sodom and Gomorrah, and as worthily 
buried.” The gentlemun rejoiced that 
recently a Baptist minister had been 
ordained to the’ Sixth Avenue Baptist 
Church of Brooklyn who atfirmed in 
advance that he would invite all to 
communion and Church membership 
who loved the Lord Jesus. He urged 
that “associate members” should be 
received into Baptist communions 
“without imposing baptism upon 
them.” 

This courageous brother falls to see 
wherein the course he advocates is 
Mogicat. What he needs to see is the 
real teaching of the Bible on the sub- 
ject of Baptism—that it is baptism into 
Christ's death, and thus luto the reat 
Choreb of Christ—not the Baptist 
Church, nor any other human organiza- 
tion, but the Church of God—“The 
Church of the firetborus, whose names 
are written in heaven” That roll cop- 
tains the names of all the saintly, 
faithful, cousecrated believers in the 
Redeemer—of al) denominations and 
outside of all denominations. 


“Sanctify Them Through Thy Truth.” 

It is not sufficient that we get rid of 
the errors and superstitious of the 
past. We must supplant those with 
the Truth, that “We may be able to 
withstand in this evil dax“ (Ephesians 
vi, 13). It alone will constitute the 
armor of God. Christian people hold 
much precious Truth, but hold it in 
so illogical and confused a manner 
that it fails to give them the needed 
strength. God permitted us to come 
to this very hour and has permitted 
the presen! rests for the purpose of 
developing the characters of the “ls- 
raelites indeed. lu whom is uo guile,” 
and for the purpose of gathering out 
from them all the tares, all the chaff, 
and all not at heart copies of his dear 
Son. Let me now briefly summarize 
the errors of our creeds and briefly in- 
dicate the Bible remedy 

None of our Creeds were too strict 
in defining the saintiivess of the 
Chureb class, Invited to become the 
Bride of Christ and bis Joint-heirs in 
his Kingdom. On the contrary, in 
many respects they were too loose 
they were not uearly up to the stand- 
ard of the Master's word, “If any man 
will be my disciple. let him take up 
his cross and follow me.“ “Strait ts 
the gate and narrow the way which 
teadeth unto life; and few there be 
that Gnd it“ (Matthew vil. 14). Jesus 
taught that his followers must drink 
of his cup of suffering and be baptized 
into his death—nnd not merely into wa- 
ter. Our too-low standards have ad- 
mitted to membership in all denomina- 
tions millions who are fur below the 
Master's standards 

Our error and deception was the sup- 
position that ull who are not saintly. 
all who would not become the Bride of 
Christ. all who are uot baptized tuto his 
death, all who do not drink of bis cup 
of ignominy will be eternally tortured. 
This great mistake common to all 
Protestants (and in the much modi- 
fled form of Purgatory shared also by 
Catholics) must be displaved by the 
Bible teaching that as soon as the 
elect Church shail be completed and 
glorified the antitypical Year of Jubi- 
lee will begin; that then for the thou- 
sand years of the reign of Christ and 
the Church as the spiritual Seed of 
Abraham, the non-elect, of all the fam- 
Illes of the earth will be blest by the 
elect (Galailans Hi, 16, 29: Acts Ill. 
19-23. Let us. dear brethren, choose 
this day to stand by the Word of God, 
to reject nll human traditions contrary 
to it and to hold fast the things that 
are true, just, loving, good 

If occasionally a thoughtless friend 
asks, Why ‘lo you belleve m a Millen- 
nium? answer that it is one of the 
oldest doctrines of Christendom and, 
above all, the Bible doctrine Answer 
thar be who does not believe in the 
Millennium and the resurrection theu 
of the world of mankind- “All that 
are in their graves" must account for 
the dead in some other way must 
claim that they. have been experien 
ing pain or pleasure for thousauds o! 
years, or nest claim that they are ex 
tinct as the brute beast and will have 
bo resurrection or must betleve in un 
versal salvation regardless of a knowl- 
edge of Christ or obedience to bim. 
On next Lord's Day, we will discuss 
the Millennium and show jts absolute 
necessity, not only from a Bible stand- 
point but also from n scientific stand- 
point. “Choose ye this day" to stand 
for the Rible and reason and to op- 
pose the Creeds of the dark ages and 
their unreason!

Pledges, Etc, Attorney Gen. 
Straus Scores. 


Attorney General Isaac Lobe Straus 
expressed himself Thursday iu vigor- 
ous aud emphatio terms with respect 
to the alleged plan upon the part of 
various’ leaders in the present Legis- 
lature to enact’so-called ‘‘ public util- 
ities law“ whioh vested no real auth- 
ority ia the commission to regulate 
the prices charged aud the services 
furnished by the public service oor- 
porations, and which withheld from 
the commission authority to enforces 
Its orders. Mr. Straus said; 


Pledged To Utilities Bill, 


The party pledged the people 
through ite State Convention that it 
would pass a publio utilities law ap- 
plicable to ail publio service corpora- 
tions. That was a distinot obligation. 
No man can have the slightest doubt 
that this meant that the publio utili- 
ties law which the party thus pledged 
itself to pass would be a law effective- 
ly regulating these corporations. The 
only thinge—to regulate about- them 
are, first, the charges which they ex 
act of the people for the services they 
render, and second, the services them 
selves. The gist, the essance, the 
whole substance of the whole matter 
comes down to that namely, the re- 
quirement by law throngh the agency 
of a commission that the obarges 
which these corporations make shall 
be reasonably adequate. 

“This is all that there is to a genu- 
ine public service corporation com- 
mission. 


New Plan Gives No Relief. 


„The proposal to pasa a law whioh 
withholds from any pabiio service 
commission the--power to ascertain 
what rates are reasonable and what 
services are reasonably adequate is a 
repudiation of the pledge, Such a 
plan will give no -relief, and would 
be worse than useless, becanse it 
would not only be productive of no 
good at all, but would do dietinot 
harm. It means in effect the pre- 
vention of any publio service commis- 
sion in Maryland which is worth its 
salt. It means the wasteful expendi- 
ture of large sum» of the people's 
money to no purpose at all. It isa 
rank and unjustifiable surrender. It 
simply postpones ation which we 
bave promised to take now into the 
indefinite future. with the strong 
probability that no acton will ever be 
taken. It is an utter betrayal not 
only of the party's pledge, but of ite 
doty and obligations to the people. 

„It is high time that this oourse of 
repudiation of party pledges should 
be stopped. It is high time a halt 
should be called. If this business 
keeps up, there will be no Demooratio 
party. It looks now as if every pledge 
is about to be broken and betrayed. 
First the duty which the party vub- 
lioly assumed by its solemn promise 
to practice saving and economy in the 
matter of Legislative expenses was 
thrown to the winds, and everything

All this for our good. “Spring would 
be Uut klomy Weather had we noth- 
ing else but spring.“ If you have 
been uniformly successful in all your 
undertakings, you have not really 
been a success. Unless you have 
been developed by failure one side 
of your character is still undeveloped. 
These thoughts are illustrated by ‘the 
dealings of Jesus with the disciples 
in the miraculous draught of fishes. 
We have here the good effects of 
failure and.the good effects of suc- 
cess. : : r 

(1.) When it puts us to preparing 
for larger success. The fish were not 
running; the wind was im the wrong 
direction, or there was something the 
matter with the moon; anyway there 
were no fish to be caught. They toiled 
all night and bad caught nothing but 
grass and mud. The grass and mud 
on the net, however; gave them some 
thing to do; they were not idle. In 
the flowing stream or on the pebbly 
beach of the lake they were washing 
their nets and preparing for fishing 
in the future. 

Has your health failed? God per- 
haps desires to lay you aside for a 
while that He may cleanse and mend 
the net. He takes the net in hand 
m order that we may be cleansed and 
mended for a larger draught of suc- 
cess in the future. Whatever the 
failure, you may prepare, during the 
leisure that is given you, for the 
larger success if the future. 

2. Failure has a good effect, when 
it leads us to put what remains at the 
disposal of Jesus. Peter had no fish; 
but the boat was left. If he had 
caught fish the boat would not have 
been clean, but this very failure made 
the boat more ready for occupation 
and as the crowd presses upon Jesus, 
almost pushing Him into the sea, Pe- 
ter brings the boat around, takes the 
Lord in, pushes a little from the land 
and sits and listens to His discourse 
to the people. Put into the hands of 

Jesus what remains of the wreck of 
faith, of business, of health, or of life, 
and He can use it for His glory. 

8. Failure has a good effect when it 
leads us to do what Jesus commands, 
regardless of apparent reasons against 
it. Peter thought there was no use 
in launching out and casting the net, 
but he ylelded his own judgment to 
the judgment of Christ, submitting his 
will to the will of Jesus, and throw- 
ing the responsibility of success upon 
Him. When we pursue that course, 
depend upon it, there will never be 
real failure. 

This brings us to 

The Good Effects of Success. 

1. They caught so many fish that 
their nets were breaking and by and 
by the boats were sinking. The great- 
est failures of all the world have been 
successes large enough to sink the 
boats with men and nets to the bot- 
tom of the sea. And after we have 
succeeded in any undertaking it is 
difficult to hold our success. It is 
harder often to keep money than to 
make it. Holding the fish in the net 
is more difficult than throwing the 
net around them. 

And this leads us to the second ef- 
fect of success. 

2. The sense of unworthiness. Pe- 
ter was overwhelmed with a con- 
sciousness of sinfulness as he stood 
in the presente of this miracle-work- 
ing God. Not only the power of Je- 
sus, but His purity, in contrast with 
Peter's weakness and sinfulness, led 
him to exclaim, “Depart from me, for 
I am a sinful man, O Lord.“ The 
tendency of success is to puff us up 
and make us forget God, who gives 

success. Peter might have said: 
“Ob, we might have caught the fish 
anyway; the presence of Jesus had 
nothing to do with it. We came out 
just at the right time.” But he did 
not say it; he attributed the success 
to Christ, and his sense of unworthi- 
ness humiliated him before the Lord. 


3. The best effect of this success 
was promotion. From henceforth 
thou shalt catch men.” Jesus at once 
promoted them from catching fish in 
Galilee to catching men in Jerusalem 
and in the world; from following a 
secular to a sacred employment; 
from everyday routine work against 
wind and tide to everyday spiritual 
work againat greater opposition; from 
working for money He promoted them 


to working for souls, And the climax 


of this promotion was the privilege, 
of sacrificing for Him. “They for- 
sook-all and followed Him” Men 
who acquire much think they are suc:

Sermon. by 
CHARLES T. 
RUSSELL, + 
_ Pastor ‘Brooklyn 
Tabemacle. 


Little did the Jews understand the 
momentous importance to ſthem of the 
event which Christians commemorate 
on Palm Sunday. It will be remem- 
bered that the Incident occurred at the 
close of our Lord's ministry—three- aud 
a half years after his baptism at Jor- 
dan and five days ‘before his crucifix- 
fon. The Jewish Sabbath had been 
spent in rest at Bethany. Lazarus, 
whom Jesus awakened from the sleep 
of death, vith his sisters Mary and 
Martha, prepared for Jesus a banquet. 
and when the Sabbath closed the sup- 
per was, eaten, It was at that time 
that Mary brought forth the box of 
perfume, spikenard very valuable, and 
therewith anointed our Lord’s hend 
and feet. It was the same occasion on 
which Judas, in a wrong spirit, had 
murmured against this expression of 
her loving devotion; that it was a 
waste; that preferably the money 
should bave been given to the poor. It 
was then that the Master defende 
Mary and announced that the anoi: 
ing was for his burial (which occurred 
later the same week). and suggested 
to the disciples, The poor ye have a! 
ways with you. And whensoever ye 
will ye do them good; but me ye have 
not always.“ 

The next morning, the first day of 
the week, corresponding to our Sun- 
day, Jesus made ready for his tri- 
umphal ‘entry into the city of Jerusa- 
lem as the Jewish King. according to 
the custom of the Jewish kings riding 
upon an ass and bailed and acclaimed 
by the populace. The incident bad 
been foretold by the Prophet Zecha- 
rinh in great detail, saying, “Rejoice 
greatly, O daughter of Zion; shout, O 
daughter of Jerusalem; behold, thy 
King cometh unto thee; he Is just. nnd 
having salvation; lowly, and riding 
upon an ass“ (Zechariah ix, 9). 


Prophecy Must Be Fulfilled. 

When the apostles had brought the 
ass and Jesus sat thereon, the larg: 
concourse of people (which bad come 
from Jerusalem to see Jesus because 
of his awakening of Lazarus) shouted 
aloud. They were filled with enthusi- 
asm and, after the manner of the time, 
some broke off palm branches for the 
ass to step upon; others lald their gar- 
ments in the way and thus formed, us 
it were. a carpet in the rond lending 
to Jerusalem near by. The shout of 
the people was just as the prophet had 
declared, ‘They hailed Jesus as the 
promised Son of David, the Messiah 
long waited for. On previous oc- 
casions, when they sought to make 
Jesus a king, after witnessing his mur- 
velous works, he withdrew himself 
from them, to wait for their ardor to 
cool, knowing that the Father's time 
was not yet due. But now he knew 
that his hour was come and hence. 
instead of hindering. he helped on 
with the enthusiasm by sending for 
the ass, etc. Prominent sectarian Jews 
present. although unable to account 
for the miracle, were unprepured to 
think of Jesus as the true Messiab, or 
anything short of un impostor in tbat 
role. When these heard the multitude 
shouting and addressing Jesus as the 
Messiah they were offeuded and seut 
word to Jesus thut he should restrain 
the ignorant people who were thus nw- 
claiming him. 

But Instead of forbidding the ova 
tion Jesus ‘intimated that it was: the 
proper thing, that because the Propl 
et Zechariah (ix, 9) suid, “Shout, O 
daughter of Jerusalem!" therefore 
there must be a shout. If the people 
bad not shouted, rather than have the 
prophecy go unfulfilled, Jesus said the 
very stones would have cried out. 

Euroute to Jerusalem Jesus halted 
the ass and the procession at the top 
of the Mount of Olives and, overlook 
ing the Holy City. wept while he 
pronounced his sentence upon it— 
Unworthy! Unappreciative! As the 
evangelist declares, Israel knew not 
the time of ber visitation.” The time 
for israel o receive the King had 
come and they were not only ignorant 
of the matter collectively, but they 
were not in the heart condition to 
understand or appreciate. Jesus cried, 
“O Jerusalem, Jerusalem, thou that 
killest the. prophets, and stonest them 
which are sent unto thee, how often 
would I have gathered thy children 
together, even as a hen guthereth her 
chickens. under her wings, and ye 
would not!" (Matthew xxiii, 37.) For 
three und a half years he and his faith- 
ful apostles bad been declaring that 
the Kingdom of God was at hand; 
that the people should repent and be- 
lleve the good message, And even 
six mouths in advance of this John 
the Baptist and his disciples und aim)- 
larly preached. 

After those four years of faithful 
preaching throughout the length and 
breadth of Palestine, the nation was 
apparently as unprepared for Jesus 
us at the first. Gence our Lord's fol- 
lowing words, “Therefore 1 say unto 
you, Your house is left unto you deso- 
late! Ye shall see me no more until 
that day when se shall say- Blessed 
ts he that cometh u the name of the 
Lord!“ That day has not yet come. 
Meantime the Jewish nation was there 
cast ot from fellowship with God, as 
the prophet declares, “Because they 
knew not the time of thelr visitation."

Israel was just as vonn- 
genuine, as though he hu not known 
it. God always does his- irt! What- 
ever failure there is in any matter of 
contract belongs to humanity. 

If thus we have before cur minds 
the origin of Palm Sunday and what 
it signified as the climax of the test of 
natural Israel in respect to Messiah, 
Wwe are prepared to go further and to 
note that In God's providence there 18 
a similar test for us Christians, 

“Enemies For Your Sakes.” 

St. John emphasized particularly the 
fact that the rejection of the Jewish 
nation, because of their rejection of 
Messiah, did not apply to all the in- 
dividuals of that nation. As the 
Prophet Isaiah had foretold (Romans 
ix, 27-33) there was a small, faithful 
section or “remnant.” This remnant 
accepted Christ and were by him ac- 
cepted and became the nucleus or 
foundation of Spiritual Israel on the 
Day of Pentecost. Thus we rend, “He 
came unto his own (nation) and his 
own received him not (as a nation); 
but to as many as received him, to 
them gave be liberty (privilege) to be 
comé sons of God, even to them that 
belleved on his name: which were be 
gotten not o” blood, nor of the will of 
the flesh, nor of the will of man, but 
of God“ —-at Pentecost (John l. 11-13). 

Thus so far ps the spiritual part of 
God's great promise to Abrakam is 
concerned it has passed from the Jew 
ish nation; but there still remnius for 
them a glofious earthly portion, to 
which they will be introduced’ at cur 
Lord's second coming. Then their 
sins will be cancelled. and ag a people 
the Hebrews will return to Divine 
favor and will inherit the earthly fen 
tures of tbe promise made to their 
fathers. Then, through them. God's 
blessing will be extended to all na 
tions and peoples under Israel's New 
Covenant, which will then become op 
erative at the hands of their great 
Mediator—the Christ, the Messinh in 
glory. But by that time the election 
of the saints of this Gospel Age will be 
complete and the Messinh in glory wiil 
Include Jesus the Head and the Church 
his Body—joint-heirs with him in his 
Kingdom—Joint-heirs with him in the 
spiritual features of the great Abra- 
hamic promise (Galatians iil, 20). 

All this is clearly stated by the 
Apostle In Romans xi, 25-32. But 
somehow our eyes of understunding as 
Christians have been holden so that. 
until of late. we have not seen these 
lengths and breadths, these heights 
and depths. of Divine Love and Wis- 
dom and arrangement. The fact that 
we now see these things Is a corrobo- 
rative evidence that they are nigh at 
hand. Just so it was at our Lord's 
first advent. Many things pertaining 
to that time were completely hidden 
until the time of their fulfillment 
came, and then only the “Wise Vir 
gins” were so blessed, so assisted 
that they trimmed their lamps effec 
tively nud were enabled to see these 
beauties lu the Divine Plan, 


The Time of Our Visitation. 

Apparently very few of God's peo- 
ple, until recently, have noted the fact 
that Spiritual Israel has had u parallel 
history to that of Natural Israel, Few 
have seen that these are dealt with 
all through the Scriptures as type and 
antitype. Few have noticed that from 
the denth of Jacob to the death of 
Jesus finds its exact parallel of 1.848½ 
years between the death of Jesus and 
our day. Few have noticed that in 
both cases there is a nominal and a 
real Israel. The nominan! Jewish sys- 
tem was tried and all but the “Israel- 
ites indeed” failed. Likewise will be 
the experience of Spiritual Israel, The 
nominal Christian systems will be 
tried, und ali will fall except the spir- 
It-begotten nud faithful, As only a 
remuant or small number were found 
in the propeg condition at the first 
udvent, so the Scriptures clearly inti- 
mate that only a small number will 
be found sufficiently saintly und zeal- 
ous and loyal to the Lord and the 
principles of his Truth in the end of 
this age, to graduate with first honors, 

As there was n spevlal period of 
testing and irying at the close of the 
Jewish Age, insting for forty years, so. 
the Scriptures clearly indicate, there 
ts a special rifting and testing due to 
come to Christendom during the clos- 
ing forty yenrs of this Gospel Age 
before the Inauguration of the glorious 
Millennial blessings. As the trinis and 
teats came upon the Jews in a subtle 
manner, to test their faith and obe- 
dience, so even more subtlety must 
we expect will be connected with the 
trials and testings lu the harvest time 
of this Gospel Age. Of this time the 


Lord through the prophet, sald. “Who 
muy aviae the any of his presence, 


and who shall stand when he appeur- 
èth? for he is like a refiner’s fire and 
like fullers’ soap; and he shall sit as 
a reiner and purifier of silver; and 
ne shall purify the sons of Levi, and 
purge them as gold and silver, that 
they may offer unto the Lord accept- 
able sacrifices” (Malachi ii; 2, 3). 


Both Houses of Israel. 

Natural and Spiritual Israel are con- 
trasted,. The Lord through the Proph- 
et foretold that Messiah, would be 
“for a stone of stumbling and for a 
rock of offence to both the houses of 
Larne“ to Natural Israel and to Spir- 
itual Israel, We have seen how the 
first. house stumbled on that Palm Sur 
day—cglobrated today. They re dhe vo

thelr visita tion“ they did not know 
that the time had come for the estab-

indicate’ do us, now, 
that we are living in a time corre- 
sponding to that Palin Sunday! Many 
things imply that ‘Christendom is now 
undergoing its great fest and that only 
the fully consecrated of heart and life 
Will be accepted of the Lord as his 
Jewels“ and be granted a’ share with 
Christ in his Kingdom. Many things 
imply that we are now in the time 


When the true people of God are be- 


ing divided into two classes, as pic- 
tured for us by our Lord in the para- 
| ble of the Wise and the Foolish Vir- 
gins. As only the Wise Virgins were 
prepared to enter into the marriage, so 

only the consecrated ones, the polished 
jewels of the Lord, will be accepted as 
fit for the Kingdom and be granted a 
share in the glorious resurrection 
change which will precede the great 
time of trouble, in which the Foolish 
Virgin class, although not of the 
world, will participate with the world, 

True, that great time of trouble will 
usher in the glorious Millennial dis- 
pensation, in which the Church in 
glory with the Great Redeemer will 
pour out upon all mankind the won- 
derful restitution blessings which God 
has promised by the mouth of all the 
holy prophets (Acts ill, 19-23). True. 
the Foolish Virgins may subsequently 
get the oll and subsequently have a 
glorious future, but they will lose the 
choice place of Divine favor and bless - 
ing. They cannot be of the Bride“ 
class, but will reeelve their blessing 
under the figure of “the virgins her 
companions that Solow her” (Psalm 
xly, 14). 

It is in order for all of God's people 
who now get awake from the slum- 
ber of worldliness which has long 
stupefied them, to join hearts and 
voices in a great shout—the shout that 
the Kingdom is at hand! The shout 
of Hosanna to the Son of David! And 
that the time is at hand for the ful- 
fillment of the passage, Gather to- 
gether my saints unto me, saith the 
Lord! those who have made a cove- 
nant with me by sacrifice. They shall 
be mine, saith the Lord, in that day 
when I come to make up my jewels” 
(individually) (Malachi iii, 17). 

“See That Ye Refuse Not Him.” 

As the Jewish nation was not ready 
to receive Jesus as its King, on that 
first Palm Sunday, neither is Chisten- 
dom now ready to receive him at his 
second advent. As it was, only the 
“Israelites indeed,” ln whom was no 
guile, that then knew the voice of the 
Shepherd, so it will be here an indi- 
vidual matter. The Laodicean period 
of the.Church’s history is upon us 
(Revelation lil, 17). The Nominalism 
of our day ìs fully portrayed by our 
Lord's words. Christendom boasts 
that she is rich and increased in goods 
and Uns need of nothing; and knows 
not that she is poor and miserable 
and blind and naked. The Lord now 
stands at the door and knocks. He 
offers himself to the “Israelites in- 
deed.” Ours is Palm Sunday in the 
highest sense of all. How are we re- 
ceiving the great blessings which be- 
token the perousia of the Master? Do 
we hear his knock? Have we opened 
our hearts? Are we searching his 
Word and listening for his voice and 
seeking to know and to do his will in 
all things? To all such very shortly, 
we believe, will come. the greater and 
fuller Pentecostal blessing:—the resur- 
rection “change,” from the glory of 
character merely to the glory of person 
as well, when we shall see our Redeem- 
er as he is, and shure his glory. As St. 
Paul says, “See that ye reject not him 
that speaketh from heaven!" Greater 
light, greater privilege, greater blessing 
everyway nre ours than were those 
enjoyed by the Jews at our Lord's 
first advent. These privileges and 
blessings are our tests. Let us be 
faithful. Jet us present our bodies 
living sacrifices and with renewed zeal 
seek to glorify our Lord in our bodies 
and our spits, which are his (I Corin- 
thians vl. 200. 

Those who have the eyes to see and 
the ears to appreciate the voice now 
spenking from heaven should be alert 
to hall him Lord of all—to accept ulm 
as their Redeemer and King and vol- 
untarily to present themselves to him 
ard his service—not waiting for the 
time when he shall reveal bimself in 
power and great glory to the world lu 
‘general. The Lord ts now looking for 
gaints, for overcomers, valiant, falth- 
ful, persevering. and thoroughly de- 
voted to him, to his Cause of Right- 
eousness, nnd thoroughly opposed to 
sin and especially active in overcom- 
ing its domination tn their own hearts, 
in thelr own minds, in their own bod- 
les. Such the Master pictures as his 
joint-heirs, priestly kings, sitting with 
himself in his Throne of glory and 
world dominion.

ATTEMPTS Ai ASSAULT

Lhe farmers living near ‘Llandaff 
station, on the D. & O. Railroad, and 
in the vicinity of Stumptown, about 
five miles from Easton, are greatly 
wrought up over the attempted crimi- 
nal assault about eight ‘o’olock Tast 
Sunday evening, upon Miss Annie 
Grund, the aixteen year old daughter 
of Mr. August Grand, a prominent 
farmer living in that section, by a 
negro man, William Dickerson, a ne- 
gro weighing about 150 pounds, whom 
it Is said Miss Grund recognises as her 
assailant, has been arrested. The 
facts in the dase, so far as can be 
learned, are as follows: Mies Grund, 
in company with other young ladies, 
spent Sunday afternoon as the guest 
of Mrs. Eli Miller, who lived a few 
miles from her home. ‘The party was 
reterning home abont- 7.30 o’olook in 
the evening, and when opposite Mr. 
Tower's farm the road forked off and 
Miss Grund started alone down the 
road in an opposite direction. She 
had gone a short distance down the 
main (Trappe) road, and when oppo- 
site a thick piece of woods she was 
grabbed by a negro and dragged into 
the woods. 

In the souffle whioh followed her 
clothes and hat were torn nearly off 
her, She screamed and fought off the 
man the best she could with her bands 
and a hat pin, but nad he not heard 
the voices of persons coming down the 
road, Which frightened him off, he 
would have accomplished his purpose 
as the girl's strength wus nearly ex- 
hausted After he ran she made her 
way to the main road and saw her 
mother and Mrs. Strudel, whom she 
had been calling, coming down the 
road. They carried her home, where 
uhe narrated the facts to her father, 
who, with neighbors, went in-search 
of ber assailant. Dickerson was ar- 
rested by Deputy Sheriff John H. 
MacHale late Monday night and car- 
ried to Kaston and lodged in jail. He 
was excited’ and seemed more at case 
after he was locked up, as he feared, 
if caught, he might have been lynoh- 
ed. 

Wedneeday moruing Miss Grund 
was carried to the jail and confronted 
William Dickerson, und she at once 
said he was not the man, but his 
bicther. 80 Deputy Sheriff J. H. 
MacHale swore ovt a writ for the ar- 
reat of Millard Dickerson, whom he 
found on the farm of Mr. Walker, 
near Hamilton, about noon Wednes- 
day, and Miss Grund without a mom- 
ent’s hesitation, recognized him as her 
senile He bears a wound on his 

face supposed to have been inflicted 
with the has pin, anda scar on his 
finger whinh she bit when he attemp- 
ted to choke her. He is now ‘in jail 
and his brother William will proba- 
bly be roleased.

it were not for ‘bacteria, corpses 


would soon pile higher than ‘the 
Andes, and the earth would be choked 
with its own dead. ‘In ‘other words, 
bacteria keep life going by removing 
the bodies of each generation to make 
room for the next. Thus life here be- 
gins with microbes. and ends with 
them. Therefore, all this shows how 
in one way, at least, bacteria are in- 
dispensable, and we ought to be dis- 
interested enough to admire their ao- 
tivity in thus working for the good 
of posterity, since without them there 
would soon be no posterity. This re- 
minds one, however, of the Hibernian 
who, when told that if he died for 
old Ireland he would gain the ap- 
Dlause of posterity, demurred with the 
words, “Faith. what has posterity 
done for me that I should die for it?” 

But do bacteria produce only what 
this gentleman would term post- mor- 
tem benefits for us, or cannot they 
furnish us with some antemortem 
ones? I am glad to say that some 
varieties of bacteria promise to in- 
crease our foodstuffs to an extent 
difficult for us now to foretell. But 
this statement needs some explana- 
tion. In the first place, the chemical 
element, nitrogen, is a necessary in- 
gredient in our food, whether that be 
vegetable or animal. Now, three-fifths 
of the atmosphere is composed of 
nitrogen, and hence it may be imag- 
ined that we need not fear this source 
of supply giving out.—Hverybody’s 
Magazine.

He is equally unaffected by 
20 degrees of frost or twenty glasses of 
vodka. He is clothed in uncured sheep- 
Skins and carries in winter. more 
clothes than the average Englishman 
could stand up in.

Aon Of Woman's Skull. | Ate Nets. Brain || 


Was Larger Then Supposed. 


Prof. Atthur Keith, curutor of the 
Museum of tie Royal Ool lege of Sur- 
goons, wlio has been engeged in an ex- 
amination of the famous pre-historic 
skull onearthed at Gibraltar some 
years ago, has anvounved his conolu- 
sions iu the matter. The obief of 
these conclusions is that the skoll is 
that of a woman who must have lived 
at least 600,000 years ago. 

This akull has been the object of the 
examination cf many solentists, and 
many theories have been evolved as à 
result. Professor Keith approached 
the task of lifting the veil from the 
past with a new system of intricate 
measurements and all the resources of 
solence at his back, and he has com- 
pared the Gibraltar ckull witb all oth- 
er available prehistoric relics. 

„ have little doubt that the skull 
is that of a woman.“ he mid, und 
discarding teotunioalities, from tha size 
of her brain, she must have been a 
shrewd one — probably a woman, too, 
of considerable spirit. One can reckon 
pretty accurately also the time at 
which she lived. Is must have been 
at least 600,000 years ago. 

Fron the shape of the jaws and 
the fact that the muscles of mastica- 
tion were remarkably strong, it is 
possible to deduce what this prehistorio 
woman ate. Nuts and probably reòts 
entered very largely into ber diet. 
She was in the habit of eating things 
which reqoited a great amount of 
mastication before much nourishment 
could be derived from them, hence the 
unusual development of the jaw mus- 
cles. 

The men of 600, O00 years ago were 
without donbt long armed, Their 
lege were short, and they had abnor- 
mally thick necks. It ia olear, too, 
Ithink, that their brains were far 
larger than has previously been con- 
ceded to be the case. It seems reason- 
ably certain, too, that they were able 
to speak to each other, for from my
